A spokesman for a radio and 
television sales and repair service 
said his employes found no trouble 
in making tax assessments. How­ 
ever. he wondered what would 
happen if a customer protested a 
tax on a particular Item.

May Halt Opening 
Of Falls School 
FA LLS I NOTON. S ep t I—Lack of 
w ater may postpone opening of the 
new Fallsington School addition, 
scheduled for Sept. IO, according to 
Regional 
Superintendent 
Medill 
Balr. 
Balr said that a new w ater line 
which runs near the school and will 
supply water for the building, is 
without w ater despite the promises 
of the Sewer and W ater Authority. 
"They promised us water by June 
I,” he said, "and here it is the first 
of Septem ber and still no water, 
ut though the pipe has been laid 
and the streets repaired. 
"lf we don’t get w ater by the 
tenth, we’ll just have to postpone 
the opening of the school." 
Balr said that an estim ated 1200 
children are involved. 
Bids fo*v two new school buses, 
seating 60 and 66 children, were 
opened, and the Board purchased 
new buses from firms In Trenton 
and Lansdale, at a cost of "near 
$12,500.” 
Balr said he was "very 
pleased with the bidding, the best 
we’ve received in some tim e.” 
T he two new vehicles bring the 
total In use this sem ester to 19. 
which will serve six schools.

through the Sanitary Water Board 
by the Maral Company, operator of 
coal stripping in Wayne Township, 
Armstrong County, to assist in the 
rehabilitation of an area of a 
stream which was polluted by acid 
water from one of the mining pits.
